This is a good 
time for * anting all kinds of fruit trees 
and busnes ; in fact, the earlier such 
work is Gone the sooner the plants will 
become established in their new quafters. 
See that beds ot Syria s are cleared 
of ruliners, weeds, etc., give a top- 
dressing of manure, which « can remain on 
the ground until spring. The old fruit- 
ing canes of raspberries and ldganbérries 
should be @ut away from the base, and 
the young gtowths, selecting the strongest 
for fruiting, should be got into position.

The Regal rooms have been constructed 
on the site of the old Winter Gardens, 
Hawkins street, Dublin ; but the only part 
of the old Winter Gardens retained in 
the new structure is the wall next to the 
garage. - The walls are built of brick, 
partly from the -fine old Dublin stock, 
brick saved from the old Theatre Royal, 
and partly of Dolphin’s Barn stock brick. 

The elevation to Hawkins street is 
carried out in terrazzo and the decorative 
features are executed in coloured faience 
decorative tiling. As one enters the dance 
hall there is a spacious foyer, which is 
effectively treated in texture painting of 
shaded gold walls, the decorative features 
of which are picked out in pink and blue. 
The floor is laid in terrazzo, with 
mosaic panels inserted. In the dance 
hall one is struck by the warmth of tone 
in its walls and ceilings. The main 
colour scheme of the walls is creamy pink, 
shaded to pink, so that the general effect 
is a soft shade of pink. 

The decorative features in the lighting 
trough and soffit beams to balcony are 
picked out in pastel shades of green, 
mauve, and gold. Round the facade of 
the balcony front are a series of decorative 
panels in marble cote relief. . 

The interior of the building has two 
interesting constructional items which 
have not been carried out in this country 
before. In the first place, no piers or 
columns support the balcony; this balcony 
is hung from the steel roof above, which 
allows for the complete use of the maple 
sprung floor from wall to wall without 
obstruction. The second interesting 
feature is in connection with the paster- 
ing ‘of the ceiling. The ceiling is coved, 
and*a decorative lighting troug 
the spetial Holophane colour effects. The 
ceiling and trough and all beams are 
covered with steel lathing covered with 


‘accoustic plaster. 


mesh, to which is applied cement and 
The lathing can be 
bent to suit the forms required, and is a 
great saving in time on the previous 
methods of studding. It has the added 
advantage of being ‘absolutely fireproof 
and extremely rigid. On account of this 
construction there can be no cracking in 
the plaster from shrinkage of grounds. 
The Plenum system of ventilation is 
employed. The air entering the hall is 
cleaned by passing at the intake through 
viscus fluid. It is then warmed and 
passed into the hall under the balconies 
by concealed ducts. It is extracted from 
the centre of the ceiling from a fitting 
which is also used for decorative concealed 
lighting. The entire heating and venti- 
lation is automatically controlled, so that 
the atmosphere of the hall will always be 
ideal for dancing purposes. 

The lighting system is unique in the 
variation of colour tones which can be 
employed. In the first instance, thie 
ordinary lighting to the hall and balconies 


is from exposed, specially designed 
fittings. This lighting can be auto- 


matically dimmed, and the entire hall 
lit by concealed colour lighting from the 
trough previously mentioned round the 
main coved ceiling, and also concealed 
colour lighting from the central fitting 
in the ceiling. A further system of un- 
usual colour lighting is provided for in 
the proscenium recess for the band, 

From these three concealed lighting

sources innumerable lighting effects can be 
obtained by the mixing of the various 
colours under these controls. Together 
with this concealed and direct lighting, 
there is a room provided for the most up- 
to-late spot lighting purposes. From 
here the colour filters, dimmers. and 
mirror.ball are controlled. The mirror 
ball is also a special feature; this ball 
can be lowered from the central fitting in 
the ceiling, and can be revolved clockwise 
and anti-clockwise at will. The revolving 
of this ball with a pin-head spot-light on 
it gives the most unique lighting effect to 
‘the dance hall. : 

The kitchens are placed at the rear of 
the building, on the top floor, and are 
equipped with the latest apparatus for 
cooking purposes. Four service lifts con- 
nect the kitchens to the service depart- 
ments on the balcony floor and the ground 
floor, so that the minimum time will be 
lost in serving patrons. The placing of 
the kitchens on the top floor will obviate 
any possibility of the smell of food reach- 
ing the dance hall. The kitchens are 
both side and top lit, and the ventilation, 
mechanical and natural, will ensure 
pleasant working conditions for the 
kitchen staff. i

ir The production of two Shakespearian 

plays concurrently in so small a city as 
Dublin might point to the popularity that 
this author has always enjoyed in this 
country. The reasons for it are not far to 
seek. Considering the prejudice against 
Irishmen that existed in Shakespeare s 
time and the bitterness engendered by four 
hundred years of strife from the first 
Anglo-Norman invasion to the completion 
of the conquest. of Ireland, Shakespéare’s 
infrequent references to this country may 
be considered another mark of his all- 
embracing sympathy. He refers to Irish 
bards, one of whom warns Richard III. 
about his impending fate. He knew of 
Trish music, referring to the ‘‘ woollen”’ 
bagpipes (í.e., uilleann bagpipes), in the 
** Merchant of Venice,’’ Act IV., Sc. 1; 
he mentions Irish music in other plays, 
too, in ‘‘ Henry V.” and “As You Like 
It."’ He recounts the valour and efficiency 
of Irish soldiers, and the Irish bogs into 
which English soldiers frequently fell. He 
knew of the wolves: that infested Ireland, 
and of the wonderful Irish wolfhounds.

‘The. witness, M. Della Torre, also 
stated: “I have.a large experience of 
methods used in intelligence services, and 
one must hesitate before accusing a French 
officer and impugning the honour of the 
| French Army.” 

M. Della Torre, whose evidence made a 

rofound impression on the Court, is a 
pa industrialist connected with a firm 
manufacturing gas-masks, Although the 
trial is being heard in camera, extensive 
extracts from the evidence are reproduced 
jn the French Press, and, according to 
reliable reports in Torre’s evidence, showed 
that Geissman, an alleged deserter from 
the Austrian -.rmy, had pretended to 
enter into business relations with him. 

M. Della Torre then discovered Geiss- 
man to be a foreign agent, and put the 
French Intelligence Service on the trail. 
Geissman was put through the third 
degree, and, according to M. Della Torre. 
made a confession in which he referred to 
Captain Froge. 

M. Della Torre said that Geissman then 
offered to act as a double agent, and took 
the opportunity of ingratiating himself 
with thessecret services of both France and 
Germany. He went to Germany, and, in 
collaboration with Keh, another alleged 
deserter from the Austrian Army, who 
asked him to make contact with a French 
oficer able to provide information, he 
wrote to Captain Froge letters signed 
“ Koeller’ and “ Albert.” 

Replies were received, one of which, M 
Della Torre said, had been identified by 
a handwriting expert as in the writing ol 
Captain Froge. Keh is then said to have 
given the letters to Geissman to use in his 
capacity as German agent, but Geissman 
instead handed them to the French Secret 
Service, | 

“ That," said M. Della Torre, ‘ was 
the story of Geissman, but we were by no 
means convinced of the guilt of Captain 
Froge. 

“ The French Intelligence and I formed 
the opinion that the German Secret Ser- 
vice was trying to compromise Captain 
Froge in order to conceal from us where 
they were really getting their informa 
tion.”’ ) 

At, that point; he continued, the 
authorities arrested Stanislas Krauss, who 
was said to be a deserter from the Polish 
Army, and was then believed to be in the 
service of Germany. His testimony was 
that as a German agent he had been to 
Belfort, where Captain Froge had giver 
him information. 

“That could be said to be conclusive,”’ 
commented M. Della Torre, ‘‘ but it may 
well be that Krauss was ‘ planted’ on us 
just for the purpose of compromising 
Froge.”’

(BY SPECIAL ARRANGEMENT.) 
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The Times, in a leading article on the 
subject of an international police force, 
observes :—If the idea of combined action 
for the preservation of peace is to be made 
effective, it must apply against any law- 
breaking nation, however powerful, and 
even against a combination of nations in 
alliance. It was precisely for that pur- 
pose—the enforcement by common action 
of international obligations—th-t the 
League of Nations was created, and there 
can be little doubt that practical states- 
men will be wise to address themselves to 
the task of making existing machinery 
work rather than of setting up new institu- 
tions. 

It is absurd to imagine that troops will 
ever be sent automatically to a State in 
one Continent to help the victim of 
aggression in another. 
one, could never honestly incur obligations 
to take an active part in frontier disputes 
all over the world, Public opinion would 
certainly protest against intervention 
where British interests were not involved, 
and Parlian.ent would refuse supplies. 


Nor -is it yet possible to have 
every country committed to maintain 
order everywhere, even through the 


medium of an international. police force. 
But the idea of collective action by indivi- 
dual forces already exists in the Treaty of 
Locarno, where four Powers are pledged to 
take action against the fifth in the event 
of a flagrant violation of its terms. The 
Locarno system has undoubtedly been a 
tranquilising element in Western Europe, 
and might with advantage be extended. It 
is a new system, based on the principle 
which Sir John Simon has . called 
mutuality. It rests neither on the balance 
of power nor on the alliances of the pre- 
War period. It is fitted into the frame- 
work of the League of Nations; it involves 
no surrender of national sovereignty, and 
it is the strongest deterrent that exists to 
the outbreak of war in Western Europe. 
The. idea of collective action against 
aggression is there already, formally em- 
-bodied in the policy of Europe, and would 
be carried out by national units col- 
laborating for a specific purpose. If a 
system of regional agreements of that 
type, with perhaps special. reference to 
action in the air, can be negotiated a 
general dollective system of security will 
gradually. be established under the aus- 
pices of a renovated League.

Rk. COSGRAVE, T.D., speaking at 

a meeting of the United Ireland 

Party in Kilkenny to-day, criticised the 
new ankine Commission as being inade- 
quate to remedy the present economic 
situation .in this country. | 

He said:—‘‘ A consumptive might as 
well be advised to go to a beauty parlour.”’ 

Referring to the tree felling and road 
blocking w..-ch has occurred in recent 
months, ho reminded ihe present Ministers 
of State of the destruction promoted, he 
said, for a Jess pressing reason twelve 
years ago. He appealed to his hearers, 
however, not to follow tat example, and 
to dévote themselves to reconstruction and 
the provision of gainful occupation for 
the country’s citizens. 

“ Im recent months,’’ said Mr. Cos- 
grave, who was warmly received, ‘‘various 
incidents have occurred of a character 
which it was fervently hoped had 
definitely ceased in this country. Trees 
have bee: felled across the public high- 
way. trains obstructed, wires and _ tele- 
graph poles cut. These incidents are de- 
plorable breaches of the law. Neverthe- 
less, those who are engaged o1. operations 
of the kind can claim tha; most of the 
members of the present Ministry were 
similarly employed twelve years ago, and 
for Jess pressing reasons.’’. 


THE PENSIONS ACT 


One Minister of to-day, on the occasion of 
the destruction of Mallow Bridge, made a 
prophecy that it would save thousands of 
lives. A law had recently been passed to pro- 
vide pensions for a large number of persons 
who, having risen in arm; against an 
Trish Government, were engaged in block- 
ing roads, felling trees cutting trenches 
across roads, blowing up briages, derail- 
ing trains, looting trains, arranging colli- 
sions between engines and trains, and 
burning railway stations and private and 
public property. 

The purpose of these activities was 
stated to be to change by force the Parlia- 
ment and Government of the people. It 
now appeared that the object was merely 
to transfer the salaries of Free State 
Ministers from one set of men to another.

THE ANNUITIES 


He outlined the history of the annuities 
dispute.

“It is satisfactory to know that eighty- 
five per cent. was paid readily and will- 


ingly. ‘What of the second and third 
gules? Are annuitants able to pay? In 
June, 1932, and im the course of the 


passage of the Land Bill through the Dail, 
the Minister had, apparently, been of 
opinion that the annuitants could not 
meet these obligations. Is the situation 
at present better? It is not. lt is to the 
credit of land annuitants that they paid 
regularly and punctually, and in full, pre- 
vious to being compelled to pay twice 
over.” 


COUNTRY’S POSITION 


Mr. Cosgrave red a proclamation 
Issued, he said, on 2nd December, 1922, by 
the present Minister for Justice. This

MAJOR-GENERAL SIR R. H. 


CHARLES 


Major-General Sir Richard Havelock Charles, 
who died on Saturday at his home in Man- 
chester square, London, at the age of seventy- 
six, had a distinguished career in the Indian 
Medical Service, says The Times. By his 
own ability and industry, combined with an 
agreeable personality and a _ transparent 
honesty of purpose, he attained a deservedly 
high position both in the Service and in the 
medical profession at large. 

The sixth son of David Hughes Charles, 
M.D., who practised at Cookstown, in County 
Tyrone, he was born on March 10, 1658, two 
months after the news of Sir Henry Havelock’s 
death was announced in England. Havelock 
was acclaimed a national hero for the work 
he did during the Indian mutiny, and the 
infant was named after him.
